point is the brakes. For nobody knows better than | 
railroads how important it is to be able to stop when 


you have to stop. 

Now, if we think of it in a certain light, we people 
who own automobiles are all running little trans- 
portation systems of our own ... just like the rail- 
roads and airlines and bus companies. Home is the 
main terminal and there are lots of stops along the 
line... flag stops, you might say, and regular sched- 
uled stops—like the office, the grocery store, the 
school, the theatre, and our friends’ houses. 

Just like the railroads, one of the main things we 
need to look out for is our brakes. Of course, every- 
body knows this and yet somehow or other we're apt 
to be a little careless about it. Not that brakes don’t give us plenty of 
notice when they’re going to need adjustment. As time goes on we find that 
we can push the pedal lower and lower, till aftr a ™ 
while we can shove it down almost to the floor- 
boards before the brakes take hold. Even then we 
sometimes wait quite a while before we have them 
adjusted. It just seems to be human nature to put 
off things like that. They tell us the result is that 
one-third of all cars on streets and highways at any 
given time have something wrong with their brakes, 

The trouble is that when we let our brakes go like 
that, all of a sudden we may have to make an emer- 
gency stop, and we may find it rather embarrassing. 

Engineers say that if we realized what goes on 
in brakes we would see why we ought to keep them 
checked up. As they explain, it’s a story of momentum 
and friction, the same old forces we've talked about before. 

They say that when we get going we build up a certain energy in the 
_ form of momentum. Now when we want to stop, we 
can’t just destroy that energy, because, scientists tell 
us, Nature never lets any of its energy be destroyed. 
We can only convert it into some other form of energy. 
What brakes really do is to convert speed-energy 
into heat-energy. When we push down on the brake 
pedal we press the brake lining against the brake

energy to heat. When we have changed all the speed 
energy to heat, then we come to a stop. 

Now modern brakes are very powerful. In fact, a 
100-horsepower car will have about 500-horsepower 
brakes. They can stop us pretty quickly even from 
high speeds. But when they do, they simply change 
those speeds into a great deal of heat, in a very short 
time. The fact is we sometimes build up temperatures in our brakes as 
high as 1400 degrees! 

It’s easy to see that heat like that can cause a lot 
of trouble. Some of us may think it’s fun to rush up 
to sudden stops, but we might as well realize that we 
have to pay for that kind of fun in excessive brake 
wear. It simply doesn’t pay to build up brake heat a 
lot faster than it can be thrown off. And we certainly 
get hardly anything back in time saved. For instance, 
if we're going 30 miles an hour, our brakes can stop 
us in 40 feet if they are all right; but it takes them 
less than two seconds longer to stop us in twice that 
distance. How much better it is, under any normal 
circumstances, to begin to apply the brakes a few 
seconds earlier and, with gradually increasing pres- 
sure, bring our car to an easy stop. As a matter of fact, 
smooth, gradual stopping wherever the circumstances 
permit, is generally taken as a sign of a good driver. 

Now if we want to keep our brakes safe and sound, it’s important to re- 
member what these fast stops do to them. But it’s just as important to re- 
member that all stops generate some heat in our brakes. That’s what gradu-

Morris L. Cooke, director of the Ru- 
ral Electrification Administration, said 
tday he “assumed our program 18 g0- 
ing to be carried on: indefinitely.” 

While no contracts for specific proj- 
ects have yet been signed, Cooke said 
dozens are being studied and four are 
“ready for approval at any moment.” 

Cooke presented figures indicating 
that of the nation’s 6,812,049 farms, 
only about 743,000, or slightly more 
than 10 per cent, are equipped with 
electricity. 

Cooke said that by the start of 1937, 
there “may be some rearrangement of 
government departments and the REA 
may he made permanent. There is no 
time limit for us to spend the $100,- 
000.000 available from the work relief 
appropriation.” 

He added that “we probably will get 
more than $10,000,000; if not from 
one pocket, from another.”

DON JUAN TO WED 


Spanish Royalists Flock to 


Rome for Ceremony. 


ROME, Oct. 11.—()—Rome was 
focal point of Spanish Royalist hopes 
tonight as dapper former King Al- 
fonso, of Spain, 4,000 aristocrats of 
his court and as many more sympa- 
thizers prepared for the wedding to- 
morrow of the heir apparent, Don Juan, 
and his royal cousin, the infanta 
Mania de la Esperanza, of Bourbon- 
Sicile. 

The 22-year-old Don Juan, a for- 
mer ensign in the British navy, is 
the youngest of Alfonso’s three sons. 
He became heir apparent through the 
voluntary renunciation of their rights 
by the former prince of the Asturias, 
who suffers from haemophelia, and 
the infante Don Jaime, who is deaf 
and suffers from inarticulation. 

Both of these princes have married 
girls of American extraction, the for- 
mer a Cuban commoner and Don 
Jaime a French-American girl of 
aristocrat lineage. 

The wedding ceremonies will be the 
most elaborate of any of the three 
involving the Spanish royal family 
this year.

BREAK WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—President Roosevelt’s rabbit’s foot 

: has not been lost. Apparently it was only misplaced. 

The rediscovery is claimed by top United States diplomats here who 
are still chuckling because they were able to wriggle out of the trouble- 
some traditional American policy of freedom of the seas, and establish, 
within 48 hours, a wholly new foreign neutrality policy, without arous- 
ing any strong adverse criticism. 

The inside mechanics of how it was done indicates that at least a 
good part of it was plain Roosevelt luck. Here is how: 


CAUTION The President’s San Diego speech was prepared several 

days in advance. Buried near the end was the apparently 
unimportant sentence: ‘‘The United States shall and must remain, as 
long ago the father of our country prayed it might remain, unentangled 
and free.” 

These words have not been news since George Washington first ut- 
tered them, but at the very moment the President was repeating them, 
war broke in Ethiopia. George’s words became the United States an- 
swer to war. This dramatized them and helped to cause a reaction 
through the country which was not entirely expected. 

Back to the State Department came word that applause swept through 
movie houses in cities throughout the country when the President’s 
“unentangled and free’? words were uttered.» Press reaction also has 
been almost entirel} favorable to any feasible method of keeping us out 


of war. 
Everyone here could see the time was ripe for something more than 


the mere arms embargo which had been planned. 

BOLDNESS it is an open secret that Messrs. Roosevelt and Hull have 
been privately favorable to the British policy from the 

start. They did not know how far they could go, however, until they 

heard the reaction from the San Diego incident. 

Hull began to get detailed reports immediately from Geneva. He 
sent aides to the press room to get all news dispatches. Everyone heard 
as soon as he did that the League council had been called to meet, but 
no one else got the private tip he received that the council planned sanc- 
tions against Italy which were voted a week later, 

It was this news which put him on the radio to the Houston. For 
six hours, the text of suggested presidential statements went back and 
forth, for corrections and additions. Newsmen waiting around could not 
understand why it required so long to prepare an arms embargo State- 
ment. They found out at 11:30 p. m., that Saturday night, when the 
presidential announcement of a new law of the seas was made. 


“MAY” State Department diplomats are keeping it to themselves, but 
they also contend they have slipped one over on congress in 
the new neutrality act. Congress insisted #hat any presidential arms em- 
bargo must be proclaimed against all belligerents. Congress did not want 
this country taking sides. Messrs. Roosevelt and Hull fought for dis- 
cretionary powers, but failed. ae 
However, they succeeded in getting one little word, “‘may,’ in the 
act. It said that the President, having once proclaimed an embargo 
against warring nations, may exténd the embargo to other nations which 
become involved. ; 
Departmental lawyers are prepared to interpret that as meaning the 
President could refrain from imposing an embargo on Britain or France, 
in case they are drawn into the struggle. 


RISK An apparent weakness of Mr. Roosevelt’s arms embargo is that 
it is confined to actual implements of war. It does not include 
raw materials such as cotton, copper and wheat. For the President to 
embargo such materials might easily get» him into serious trouble with 
the farmers. He side-stepped the issue by telling them they may sell 
to Italy, but “at their own risk.” 
All insiders realize what this will mean if the League sanctions against 
Italy include a blockade of Italian ports. The risk will suddenly become 
too great. The embargo will assume an entirely different potency,

“What the sun radiates,’ Dr, Fricke 
goes on, “is not heat at all, but hert- 
'zian waves, over which wireless is

‘nor hot. 
| “They radiate energy which, when 
it comes into contact with the par- 
ticles of earthly matter, is transform- 
ed into calories and light. Human 
beings and animals have sensations 
which they describe as responding to 
heat and light, but neither the heat

CHICAGO. Oct. 11.—4(#)—Faced by 
a double holiday, grain prices aver- 
aged lower today in a nervous fluc- 
tuating market. 

One notable bearish influence was 
the fact that demand here for red 
winter wheat has been disappointing. 
Besides, talk was current that aside 
from moves relating to arms embar- 
goes no sensational European diplo- 
matic measures associated with the 
Italo-Ethiopian struggle were to be 
expected in the immediate future. 

Wheat closed unsteady at the same 
as yesterday’s finish to 3-4 lower, 
December 1.04 3-8 to 1-2, corn 1-2 to 
3-4 down, December 60 5-8 to 3-4, 
oats 1-8 to 3-8 off, and provisions 
varying from 5 cents decline to 10 
cents gain. 

With many traders showing a dis- 
position to stand aside for the time 
being, the volume of new speculative 
purchases of any of the grains ap- 
peared insufficient to bring about sus- 
tained upturns of values. For a while 
the corn market displayed more pow- 
er to rally than wheat did, but later 
gave way owing to wheat weakness. 
Transient comparative firmness of 
corn was attributed chiefly to the 
circumstanee that the new official 
estimate of 1935 domestic corn pro- 
duction is not as large as many trad- 
ers had expected. 

Some stop-loss selling of wheat here 
was induced by the weak close at 
Liverpool, 1 1-4 to 1 1-2 cents down. 

In the corn market, unsettled weath- 
er was given sharp watch, anxiety 
being shown concerning likelihood of 
any delay to husking.. Oats and rye 
took their cue mostly from the action 
of wheat. 

Provisions reflected a better export 
eall for lard.

Denying a Rumor. 


The winter crop of rumors. hag 
brought the persistent assertions that 
my associates aud I already contem- 
plate changes in the present Culbert- 
son system. The confidence of the 
bridge playing public is my greatest 
asset. The only proof and justifica- 
tion for any change is a definite and 
substantial improvement, and such an 
improvement is a matter of slow 
growth. I wish to deny emphatically 
ee the Culbertson system will 

anged during either 1935 or 1936. 

From the standpoints of both ex- 
pert and average play the present 
system has been most favorably re- 
‘ceived, and several hundred thousand 
players are moving monthly into the 
‘new system. It contains the best and 
soundest discoveries by leading play- 
fers in the last few years, and yet 
‘it differs in no fundamental respect 
from the system published in 1932, 
There is no sound reason to expect 
‘drastic progress during the next two 
| years. 
| Some minor improvements doubt- 
lessly will be made from time to time, 
and even now I am working on the 
' weakest point of all systems, which is 
slam bidding. I am trying to perfect 
even more the indispensable 4-5 no- 
trump slam convention and am hopeful 
of something pretty good in a few 
months. But except for such minor de- 
‘velopments there will be no ehanges 
in the improved Culbertson. system 
‘which was announced early in 1935. 
For three years before that there were 
no-important changes, and during the 
last three years so much that is new 
‘and better has been developed by the 
leading players throughout the world 
that not to change would have meant 
to retrograde.

PONTIAC, Mich., Oct. 11.—(4)— 
Ferrin Rowland hanged himself with 
an improvised rope in his cell here 
today a few minutes before he was to 
have been arraigned for the confessed 
murder of his two small step-daugh- 
ters. Six hours afterward authori- 
ties at Harrison, Mich., announced his 
wife had admitted complicity in the 
plot. 

Prosecutor Theodore G. Bowler, at 
Harrison, said Mrs. Elizabeth Row- 
land gave the same reason as Rowland 
had advanced for the drowning of 
Katherine Woodin, 6, and her sister, 
Virginia, 2 1-2, in Bloat lake Septem- 
ber 17: “They were in our way. 

Bowler also said Mrs. Rowland | 
told him she and her 36-year-old car- 
penter-husband had also planned to 
kill her father, Herman Voss, who 
made his home with them but aban- 
doned the idea because “we figured 
he probably would die anyhow dur- 
ing the winter.” 

The prosecutor said he would seek 
to have Mrs. Rowland sent to a hos- 
pital for the criminal insane. 

Rowland hanged himself with a rope
